LIVE IN SAME 


Pair at. Odds Still Under One 
Roof, but She Won’t Serve 
Papers in Suit. 


Though thev have been estranged more 
than a month, Mrs. Lillian Grubbs and 
her husband,-Thomas C. Grubbs, repre- 
sentative of a woolen company, are liv- 


ing in the same house at 619 North 
King’s highway. 

This was revealed Thursday when 
Mrs. Grubb filed suit for divorce, alleg- 
ing, among: other thints, that when she 
had taken great pains to cook a nice 
dinner for her husband he took the 
meat from the table and fed it to his pet 
dog. * . 

Another time, she. says, she was ar- 
ranging her hair, preparatory to retir- 
ing, when !-er husband commanded her 
to put out the electric light. Before she 
could obey he threw his shoe at the 
lamp and sn‘ashed it, and she couldn’t 
do a thing with her hair in the dark. 


Still Live in Same House, 


They were married July 29, 1902, and 
separated in March, 1911, Mrs. Grubbs 
says. A notation for thg Sheriff on 
her petition cautions him to serve it 
on Grubbs personally, and not to give it 
to Mrs. Grubbs, though they live in 
the same house, the inference being 
that their estrangement is so complete 
that Mrs. Grubbs would not even hand 
het husband the legal papers in her 
own divorce suit. 

Mrs. Grubbs alleges that two montbe 
after their marriage her husband 
treated her cruelly in an effort to take 
her wedding ring from her finger. An- 
other time, she says, he knelt on her, 
and tried to make her give him her en- 
gagement ring. 

Telle of Another Woman. 

In July, 1905, she alleges, Grubbs put 
her and her mother on a steamboat and 
sent them to Memphis, telling them he 
was going to Louisvillé on a business 
trip. Instead, she says, he remained in 
St. Louis, ° 
to a restaurant and to “7 Park 
Highlands with a woman. 

When Mrs. Grubbs returned to -St. 
Louis and asked hér husband what he 
had been doing in her absence, he threw 
her down and choked her, the petition 
says. 

Refused Kiss, Choked Her. 

Once, she says, he threw a salt cellar 
against the dining room wall.and then 
wanted her to kiss him. When she re- 
fused he choked her. 

Mrs. Grubbs tells the Court that her 
husband’s actions caused her to tremble 
with fright every time he entered the 
house. She alleges that; although he 
was jealous of her, he was friendly with 
at least two women—one named Edna, 
in St. Louis, and another in California. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
CURE NOT YET KNOWN 


Dr.. Flexner Says Prevention Is 
Only Present Way to Fight 


the -Disease. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—‘‘The con- 
trol of infantile paralysis today must 
be made by prevention, since no specific 
remedy or cure for it is known,” said 
Dr. Simon Flexner of the Rockefeller 
Institute of Medical Research today hbe- 
fore the National Academy.of Science. 

The determined effort by many states 
to deal with the epidemic through pre- 
vention by requiring notification and 
quarantine, was commended by Dr. 
Flexner. 

Pointing out that 20,000 cases had oc- 
curred since its appearance in epidemic 








4] form in the United States, Dr. Flexner 


said fratn 10,000 to 15,000 had been left 
permanently disabled by the disease. 
No more convincing and impressive ex- 
ample of the value of the employment 
of aiilmals in the elucidation of a seri- 
ous and baffling disease could be cited, 
he said, than the experiments from 
which accurate knowledge of infantile 
paralysis had been obtained.

Injured Boy Bids Mother Good: 
by and Cautions Chum 


Against Like Fate.

NEGRO DRIVER ARRESTED 
Son of A. B. Lambert’ Who Was 
Struck by Automobile, Likely 
to Recover. 


Séven-year-old Harry Noakes died at 
3:06 a. m. Thursday at 2503 North Tenth 
street from the_ injuries inflicted 
Wednesday efternoon'by a dray, which 
crushed his chest and broke his right 
arm. His last words were a farewell to 
his mother and an admonition to his 
chum, 6-year-old Arthur Eilerman, to 
obey his parents and keep out of the 
street. 

Harry was brought to St. Louis a few 
weeks ago from Kokomo, Ind., by his 
mother, Mrs. Maud Noakes, it being his 
father’s plan’ to follow them here. They 
were living at the home of his grand- 
mother, Mrs. Emma Noakes. 

Wagon Run Him Down. 

Wednesday afternoon he set out for a 
visit to \the home of his*uncle, William 
Noakes, on North Tenth street. At 
Tenth and Benton streets, as he started 
across, a team hauling a heavy wagon, 
toaded with grease ani tallow, driven 
by a@ negro, ran him down. 

He was carried to his uncle’s home, 
and his mother was summoned. Late in 
the evening, when physicians: and the 
family realized that he could not re- 
cover, the boy also came to the same 
realization, and; calling in little Arthur 
EKilerman, extended his left hand to him, 
the right one being in bandages. 

“Arthur,” said the dying boy, “I’m 
going away and leave you... You must 
be a good boy and mind your mother, 
land not go into the street and get run 
over, like I did.’”’ 

To his mother the boy said; ‘“‘Mam- 
ma, I wish you could go with me, but 
I know you will come after awhile, be- 
cause you’re good.” 

Mother to Return Home, 

The loss of her only child caused Mrs. 
Noakes to abandon her plan of living 
in St. Louis. She telegraphed to her 
husband that she would take the boy’s, 
body to Kokomo, and that she wished 
to live there. “I can’t live where my 
boy was kilted,’”’ she told her mother-fh- 
law, 

Van Thomas, the negro driver, was 
arrested for careless driving. He said 
he was not driving fast,. and that he 
saw the boy, but was unable to check 
his horses in time. 





LAMBERT’S SQN 
STRUCK BY AUTO 


Boy’s Left Leg Broken, but Phy- 
4ician Believes That He 
Will Recover. 


Albert Bond Lambert Jr., son of the 
president of the St. Louis Aero Club, 
was reported Thursday as likely to re- 
cover from his injury of Wednesday 
afternoon, when he was run down by an 
automobile at the dangerous Washing- 
ton terrace entrance on Union boule- 
vard. He is at his home, 2 Hortense 
place, and will be confined for some 
weeks while his left leg, broken above 
the knee, is healing. 

Albert is 10 years old. He was 
playing with other boys on his 
way home from school, and when 
came to the pillars which  con- 
ceal the Washington terrace road- 
way, stepped quickly on the asphalt in 
dodging another boy and was hit by 
4n automobile coming out of the pri- 
vate roadway. The pillars, preventing 
the boy from seeing the auto or the 
chauffeur from seeing the boy, worked 
as an effective trap. 

Boy Found Unconscious. 

Albert was picked up unconscious and 
was taken to the Jewish Hospital. He 
was removed to his home several hours 
later, ‘after he had regained conscious- 
ness. 

Physicians gave hope Thursday not 
only of his speedy recovery, but that 
he would not ‘be permanently lamed by 
the fracture. 

A hemorrhage from his ear, not whol- 
ly checked, was the only feature of the 
‘case which caused any apprehension.

George Campbell Fails to Ap- 
pear to Prosecute Charge He 
Brought Against Reporter. 


The case against Lester L. Newton, 
formerly a Republic newspaper reporter 
charged with blaickmail, was dismissed 
Thursday at Clayton, because George 
Campbell, the prosecuting witness, did 
not appear. : 

Campbell is proprietor of Campbell's 
Forest Home, a resort in St. Louis 
County. He swore out a warrant March 
22 saying Newton extorted money from 
him to suppress news of lid violations 
at his roadhouse. 

Whén Newton was arrested he had 10 
marked $5 bills which Campbell had 
given him. He said the money was a 
loan and that his arrest was a ‘“‘frame- 
up” on the part of Camphell and county 
politicians. 

The case has been continued twice. 
Campbell said, after it had been dis- 
missed, that A. BH. L. Gardner, who is 
his lawyer, had told him it would be 
laid over two weeks. Prosecuting 
Attorney Mills said Gardner had no 
reason to suppose that. 

Fred Essen, Republican boss in the 
county, and Peter Wetzel were sub- 
penaed as witnesses, but did not ap- 
pear. 4 

A case against Carnpbell, charging him 
with violating the dramshop law, is to 
come up Monday. 

L. G. Perry, Newton’s lawyer! pointed 
out that to testify against Newton, 
Campbell must say that he was -violat- 
ing the law and was paying Newton for 
silence; and that this could be used 
against him in the dramshop case. 

“The arrangement to dismiss the case 
was made in ordér that Campbell might 
not have to admit en the stand that he 
customarily violates the law at his 
placé,” Perry said.

The prisoner admitted frankly he was 
flattered ‘hat the august Court, the 
learned Prosecutor and the honorable 
carabineers imagined him to be a per- 
sonage of such distinction. 

The truth, however, compelled him to 
confess that he was the most ordinary 
sort of a creature. He spoke in mock 
gravity, winding up his speech thus: 

“I deny every allegation made against 
me, I know nothing. of the murder of 
Gennaro Cuoccolo and the beautiful Sor- 
rentina. It is said that I was the head 
of the Camorra of Porto Capuana. Alas! 
no. I wish that Ishad been; but, hon- 
estly, I never was the head of anything."’ 

State Firm in Charge. 

The State does not accept Devera at 
his own estimate. It is alleged that he 
is a dangerous man and so _ high in the 
councils of the Camorra that he was one 
of those who met at the Aida.Tavern in 
Bagnola five years ago and condemned 
their associate, Cuoccolo, to death. 

De Lucia, another of those said to 
have sat in judgment on the treachery 
of Cuoccolo was interrogated today. The 
prisoner described himself as a clerk in 
the employ of the White Star Steamship 
Line. 

He said he was not connected with the 
Camorra, and that in denouncing him 
Abbatemaggio, the informer, had mis- 
taken the accused for another man of 
the same name. 

. Admits He Is Criminal. 

Genarro Valcarcel was next ques- 
tioned. While denying the present 
charges he freely admitted that he was 
a criminal and had fallen into the clutch- 
es of the law 14 times. He had in- 
tended to go to. the United - States,

Full Power to Protect 
American Citizens. 


PRAISES TAFT IN SPEECH 


Wants: Immediate Executive 
Action to Prevent a Repeti- 
tion of the Douglas Affair..

WASHINGTON April 2.--A positive 


yGeclaration in favor of giving the Pres- 
ident authority to prevent a repetition 
of the killing of United States citizens 
by Mexican belligerents was made in 
the Senate today by Senator William J. 
Stone of Missouri, a Democrat and a 
minority member of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. 

Stone commended the President for 
sending United States troops to the zdne 
of disturbance, contended for the right 
of the United States to protect the lives 
and property of United States citi- 
zens, and condemned the landing of the 
British blue jackets fram the acpnd 
water as an act of war. 

“Congress,” he said, “should at once, 
and without delay, authorize the Presi- 
dent to employ whatever force may be 
necessary to prevent a repetition of the 
bloody outrage committed in Douglas, 
Ariz., and a repetition of which is 
threatened in El Paso, Tex. 


Would Give Full Power. ° 
“Mis authority in this behalf should 


be sufficient fully to warrant him in 
using the military forces in whatever 
way he might deem expedient and nec- 
essary to accgemplish- the desired end, 
even though it should lead to an inva- 
sion upon Mxican territory. 

‘Moreover, if any act done under this 
authority by the President for the prop- 
er protection of our own people on 
our soil should lead to hostile demon- 
stration against American citizens, resi- 
dent in the interior of Mexico,’’ he 
continued, “‘the President should be au- 
thoritized either now or later on te use 
the military forces of the United 
States, if that is found to be neces- 
Sary, to protect the lives and liberty 
of peaceable American citizens, who are 
domiciled upon any quarter of Mexico. 
Without fault of ours, 1f the Mexican 
people themselves create a condition 
that makes it necessary for this Gov- 
ernment to assume an offensive atti- 
tude, they cannot complain.” 

Stone would not agree that Japan 
was in any way involved in the Mexi- 
can situation, nor would he concede 
to the Japanese or any old-world pow- 
er the right’ to interfere in the Mexi 
can situation. Agreeing that the Mon- 
roe doctrine was not directly involved, 
he argued that, nevertheless, this coun- 
try should stand jealously against any 
encroachment by European or Asiatic 
nations. ; 

Raises Objections. 

“‘We have not yet,” he said, ‘‘assumed 
the office of a policeman patrolling 
these American republics and even if 
other countries insist upen thrusting 
that station with its responsibilities upon 
upon us, we will at least object to 
those countries exercising a supervising 
and directing police power over us.’’ 

Senator Stone said the landing of the 
British marines in San Quentin “was 
not necessary to enable the three men 
In question (an Englishman and two 
Americans seeking to escape the danger 
zone) to board the vessel, and hence if 
the marines were landed merely to pre- 
vent @ Mexican force attached to the 
revolutionary movement in Mexico tak- 
ing possession of this Mexican town the 
act was arbitrary, and, being a hostile 
demonstration on Mexican territory, was 
in effect an act of war if authorized or 
approved by the British Government. It 
was generally regarded with disapproval 
by the a States people.’’ 


m Not in Row. 
Charging > coe is some powerful inter- 


est behind the effort to stir up strife 
between the United States and Japan, 
Senator Stone said every effort should 
be made to discover and expose the 
identity of such interest. He said the 
President had assured him in the most 
positive terms that he had no informa- 
tion whatever connecting Japan with 
Mexican affairs. 

Stone said: “In emergencies of this 
kind, involving grave international com- 
plications, partisanship has no business 
in our counsels. As a. Democrat, 
esteemed by some friends on both sides 
of this chamber as being sometimes 
somewhat too partisan, I wish unquali- 
fiedly to indorse this action of President 
Taft In ordering troops to the Mexican 
border.”’ 

To justify United States intervention, 
Stone detailed many acts and expres- 
sions unfriendly toward the people of 
this country and said that in many 
places the Mexican authorities are un- 
able to control the situation, producing 
a state of anarchy.

Squatter Arrested Wears Coat 
Identified as Having Been

While Mrs. Mary Ryan _ fought 


Wednesday midnight with two intruders 
in her squatter’s cabin at 4228 Duncan 
avenue, Patrick Ryan, \her husband, 
lay on the floor in a drunken stupor, 
she supposed. When she returned home 
after her injuries had been dressed at 
a dispensary, sie found he was dead.

Mrs. Ryan called to Mrs. Margaret

Pp. m., and told her two men had tried 
to get into the house. She thought they 
were after money, and she intrusted $10 
to Mrs. Ames for safekeeping. 

Ryan had returned home earlier in 
the evening, and had slipped from a 
chair onto the floor. His wife had cov- 
ered him with a blanket and coat and 
left him tg sleep off the fumes of his 
liquor. 

The sound of a struggle in the Ryan 
shanty attracted Mrs. Ames to it an 
hour later. Two men fled as she ap- 
proached it. Mrs. Ryan told her they 
had broken into the place while she 
slept, that they gagged her and that in 
her struggles with them one of: them 
hit her on the head. There was a 
wound and a policeman who was sum- 
moned took her to the dispensary. 


Women Try to Waken Him. 


Mrs. Ames remained in the house until 
Mrs. Ryan returned. They decided to 
wake Ryan and get him into bed. Mrs. 
Ryan shook his shoulder. After a few 
moments she turned to her friend. 

“I believe he’s dead,” she gasped. 

Examination by policemen showed the 
man was dead. There was a bruise on 
one cheek, but it might have been 
caused in knocking his head against 
something. There was no other ap- 
parent evidence of violence. The cause 
of the death could not be determined. 

Police Sergeant Sullivan and Patrol- 
man O”’Donnell, passing Sarah street, on 
Duncan avenue, a short time later, saw 
& man take off his coat and substitute 
for it another he had been carrying. 

They arrested him on suspicion that 
he had stolen the coat, and found that 
it was the one which had been used 
earlier in the evening to cover Ryan. 
The man was “Thirteen.’’ He denied 
that he had been at the Ryan home. 
He found the coat, he said. At the po- 
lice station Mrs. Ryan identified him. 

Mrs. Ryan gave the police the name of 
another man, who, she said, was Con- 
noughton’s companion. He recently was 
released from the penitentiary, after 
serving six months for an attack on 
Mrs. Ames similar to that on Mrs. Ryan.

NEW YORK, April 20.—If a story in 
the American this morning is the inside 
truth, it appears that the public was 
“high financed’’ out of $1,500,000 in the 
recent Missouri Pacific advance. 

Accerding to this story, Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co.'s interests found themselves in 


possession of 75,000 shares of Missouri 
Pacific, which they had taken over 
from the Plerson-Farquhtar syndicate 
last July at about 40. They sought rep- 


}} resentation on the board and obtained 


George Gould's pledge to grant it. Mis- 
sour! Pacific advanced steadily, but big 
sales accompanied every advance. With 
the price at 63 Kuhn, Loeb & Co. int@r-. 
ests cleaned up—and then George Gould 
dropped their representatives from the 
board. Says the American: 

“Having acquired this important in- 
terest in the Gould system (Pierson- 


The unpopular- 
ity of the Goulds in the stock market 
furnished an inspiration and it was not 
long before rumor became busy with 
an impending change in the manage- 
ment of Missouri Pacific. 

Situation Appreciated. 

“It may be that this set of rumors 
originated with other interests than th®

shrewd enough to appreciate the situa; 
tion and did nothing to cast doubt~on 
the stories. 

“When a demand was made about 


of stockholders of Missouri Pacific a re- 
port instantly gained currency that the 
Kuhn-Loeb interests had joined with 
the Rockefellers to demand a voice in 
the management of Missouri Pacific. 
This was followed by an announcement 
from George Gould some days later to 
the effect that le was willing to grant 
representation to those interests. 

‘Meantime the stock of Missouri Pa- 
cific kept rising, and when the Gould 
statement was officially confirmed by 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the price reached &@. 

“This showed a profit of more than 20 
points on the Kuhn-Loeb stock, and 
from that day there has been mysterious 
selling of Missouri Pacific. While John 
D. Rockefeller was at a summer resort 
in the South, large blocks of Missouri 
Pacific were sold in such. a way as to 
make it appear that Rockefeller was 
the seller. It is understood that orders 
actually came to Wall street over wires 
in the South for the sale of the stock, 

Kept Coming to Market. 

“During all this time the Kuhn-Loeb 
interests were apparently working for 
the rehabilitation of Missouri Pacific 
and arranging to finance its needs of 
more than $100,000,000. 

“But Missouri Pacific stock kept com- 
ing to market, and the speculative pub- 
lic bought it freely, believing that the 
great firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. intended 
to assist in the rehabilitation of the 
property. On the inside, however, it 
began to appear that unreasonable ob- 
jections were being made to various 
men, proposed for the presidency. 

“One delay after another was caused, 
thus extending the time and opportunity 
for disposing of Missouri Pacific stock. 
Finally came the open fight of Tuesday, 
in which George Gould, armed with 
complete knowledge of the stock market 
situation, \snade an official announcement 
to the public that a continuance of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. as bankers for Mis- 
souri Pacific, was, in his judgment, ‘in- 
advisable for the stockholders of the 
Missouri Pacific, as well as for the pub- 
lic,” and that he (Gou'4) ‘could not but 
feel that their influence*was not a help- 


|ful one for the property.’ 


Stock Recovers Suddenly. 

‘Sudden recovery of Missouri Pacific 
stock in yesterday’s market immediately 
following the removal of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. fromthe board, is pointed. to as fur- 
ther evideitce that the firm has com- 
pleted liquidation of its Missouri Pa- 
cific steck and ‘cashing in’ handsome 
profits in one of the most skillfully con- 


cent years. 

“Neither George J. Gould, whose title 
to the chairmanship of the new board is 
now secure, nor his brother, Frank J., 
would discuss the situation. Wach inti- 
mated, however, that, after the meeting 
today of the board, at which the resig- 
nation of the Kuhn-Leeb representatives 
will be accepted, a statement supple- 
mental to the one given out Tuesday by 
George Gould will be made.”

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THE CITY’S TAX RATE. 

The city will have to economize or the tax rate 
will have to be placed higher than $2.22 per $100. 
 “Economize,” applied to municipal affairs, means 
the abandonment of plans and improvements 
necessary to progress. A higher tax rate means 
dissatisfaction on all sides and the imposition of 
heavier burdens on those already heavily bur- 
dened. : 

The situation is an excellent demonstration of 
the necessity for reform in the method of making 
assessments. Radical reform of the whole sys- 
tem of taxation is desirable, but pending such a 
’ movement, which is necessarily slow to culmi- 
nate, all property should be assessed at its full 
cash value. Some of it is now assessed as low 
as 30 per cent, some at 50, some at 55 and 60 by 
design and some still higher by design or acci- 
dent. 

The scheme of varying the percentages is un- 
fair and it is not economical. If all taxable prop- 
erty in St. Louis were assessed on a basis of 100 
per cent, the tax rate would be fairer and the 
city’s financial difficulties would be greatly re 
duced. |

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A SHAVIAN MASTERPIECE. . 

In the preface to his recently published play, 
“Getting Married,’ Bernard Shaw indulges in 
many pages of free hand comment on marriage 
and divorce. He ventures to insert among his 
plentiful witticisms, fancies and reflections on 
marital wrongs a few remarks concerning the 
rights of misguided inhabitants of this topsy- 
tirvy world, in the course of which he says: 

The American constitution, one of the few 
modern political documents drawn up’ by men 
who were forced by the sternest circumstances 
to think out what they really had to face in- 
stead of chopping logic in a university class 
room spécifies “liberty and the purstit of hap- 
piness” as natural rights. 

This is interesting, more interesting than many 
things Bernard Shaw has written, because it is 
original; it is B. 8.3 own. The remark indicates 
that he has made-a mistake in his field of labor. 
Instead of hurling carefully devised epigrams and 
highly polished witticisms at what he calls sacred 
institutions such as matrimony, the courts, the 
Medical Trust, the censorship and the social evil 
he should devote his genious to history, politics 
and constitutional government. Nothing lends 
greater charm to a discussion of these topics than 
absolute:ignorance of them. With his free disdain 
for facts Mr. Shaw might become a fascinating 
historian. He might make our dear old constitu- 
tion one of the best sellers. After inserting the 
quoted sentences from the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, he might blend with its sonorous 
phrases some of the wisdom of Confucius, several 
lines of the Marsellaise, a few humorous sayings 
of Artemus Ward, and selections from his own 
and other comedies. He would thus convert it 
from a dull political. document into a Shavian 
masterpiece. 
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If Mayor Kreismann sends the names of none 
but good men, for appointments to municipal 
offices, to the Council, he need have no fear of 
the result so far as he is concerned.

Capt. McCullough Refuses to 
Follow Example Set in 
Kansas City. 





No codéking recipes on United Rall- 
ways transfers. Capt. McCulloch told 


a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday that 
he would not follow the example of 
President Eagan of Kansas City’s Met- 
roploitan Street Railway Co., who is 
using .the backs of transfers to tell 
women passengers how to boil, fry and 
bake. 

The Captain will not even promise to 
print the prize-winning slogan on the 
back of the United Railways transfers— 
unless the publication is paid for at ad- 
vertising rates. 

‘‘T would be glad te rent space on our 
transfers to any respectable organiza- 
tion,” he said, “but I will not print 
anything on the transfers at the com- 
pany’s expense. Twenty-five years ago 
some of the lines carried advertising on 
their transfers, but it didn’t pay.

“Young women of decent 
character hesitate to make themselves 
conspicuous in cases of this kind, Often 
it is very difficult to get them into 
court: Often they wait until attention 
Is called to similar cases. Then they 
come forward in the interest of justice. 
This prompting of natural modesty seem 
to have veen a valid cause for Miss 
Lemp’s deiay im this instance. It is the 
Court’s duty to protect the plaintiff 
rather than find excuses for the defend- 
ant,” 

Blair Denies Chalee. 

Miss Lemp gave thg same testimony 
as in Judge Pollard’s Court. She told 
of going to Blair’s office in response 
to an advertisement .for a stenographer 
Blair, she said, took her hto a private 
office and attempted to kiss her, and 
placed his hand on her knee after say- 
ing he didn’t want a stenographer, but 
a yotng woman who would go to lunch 
and to shows with him. 

Blair, as at the other trial, intro- 
Auced testimony by which he tried to 
show he was not in his office at the 
hour when Miss Lemp alleges she was, 
insulted. — [2 

He also took the stand in hic own 
behalf and made a general denial of 
the charges, 

“There is no reason to doubt 
‘truth of this young woman's state- 
'ment,” said Judge Falkenhainer. ‘The 
judgement of the lower court is sus- 
tained.”’
